««n Sam Hamilton's B«BMnee. 


Bora in Virginia in 1793, left an 


orphan in boyhood, Sam Houston 
went with his mother to Tennessee, 
where he supported her with his 
own industry, thus early learning 
family loyalty. In 1813, at the age 
of 20, he enlisted under Gen. Jack- 
son in the Creek war, and for his 
repeated deeda of gallantry lie so 
pained the esteem of Jtckbon that 
lie urged him to remaim permanent- 
ly in the army. Resigning, howev- 
er, and studying law in Nashville, 
he rose from office to office, and in 
1823, at the age of 30, he was elect- 
ed to congress, and then again in 
1827 was elected governor of Ten- 
nessee. Up to this time Houston 
was unmarried. 
Universally ad- 


mired, and urged by associates 
to form an alliauce, which seemed 
essential to his station, a youngglady 
of beauty and accomplishment was 
commended to him by family influ- 
ence. His proposal of marriage 
uas accepted, and late in 1828 the 
marriage ceremony was performed 
with unusual pomp. The next day 
Houston resigned his office, crossed 
the Mississippi into Arkansas, and 
Dec. 11,1828, wrote from the agen- 
cy ot his old Cherokee aoquaiDtan 
cea the letter to President Jackson 
which called forth his letter ot Jan. 
24, 1829. 
No one of Ho-istonV 


companions knew till his death the 
cause of his new course, whiuh his 
best friends, like Jackson, regarded 
as partial insanity; no cue but hm 
widow could reveal it, and she only 
through a sense of conjugal and 
Christian duty. That cause was the 
highest test of loyalty of which any 
man could be capable. 


On the eve of the marriage Gov 


Houston observed a tremor in the 
voice and in the hand of his bride, 
when the vow of undivided attach- 
ment was pronounctd, which con- 
vinced him somesecrethad not been 
revealed to him. Bef ire retiring he 
frankly told her of his suspicion, 
askedafrank confession and pledged 
her that it should not work to her 
iujury. His frankness and firmness 
led to the confession that her affec- 
tions had been given and pledged to 
another before their meeting, and 
that filial duty had prompted her 
acceptance of his proffer. Houston 
retired to his own cot, next day re- 
signed his position, allowed the en- 
tire fault to appear to be his, per- 
mitted and encouraged her applica- 
tion for a divorce on the plea of de- 
sertion, and his bride was married to 
ihe man of her found1 affection. 
Many stones, 
iiitnoi, of course, 


charged on the man who had really 
sacrificed everything to save one 
who had erred only in mistaken 
dutj, but no charge of domestic in- 
fidelity could he tine in a man who 
denied it to the (htirnable la-ly who 
afterward became his wiip.

DEPRE89EDCOSDITIOS OF NEVADA 


A twenty-year resident of Nevada 


gives a surprising and despairing ac- 
count of the present status of the Com- 
monwealth. The prodigious mining in- 
terests, which have for the last twenty 
years constituted its attraction and 
wealth, have come to a stand-still. The 
Comitock lode, out of which $400,000,- 
000 of gold and 1200,000,090 of silver 
have been extracted, though not er- 
bausted of the rich deposita, is now 
worked with such difficulty and tipense 
that unless a free coinage law can be 
passed the mines will have to be aban- 
doned. .The colossal wealth drawn 
from this golden mountain of silver 
and gold has been concentrated in the 
hands of a few men. The State itself 
has had little benefit. With the col- 
lapse of the mining business, everything 
else that has hitherto prospered the 
people of this State seems to have come 
to a stand-still. Grazing, which for a 
time occupied a large part of (he in- 
habitants, has now come to an end, Col- 
orado inviting that particular form of 
wealth getting. Under these depress- 
ing conditions tbe 60,000 people in- 
habiting the fourteen counties into 
whieb tbe Stale is divided are discuss- 
ing the question of bow to meet the 
expensive luxury of a State govern- 
ment. The taxes on bullion and cattle 
raising have hitherto proved sufficient, 
but now that throe resources are at an 
end the handful of people find the 
burden too great to bear. As it is not 
in the power of the Federal Govern- 
ment to annul the existence of a State 
there is strong talk of annexing the 
fourteen counties to California or re-

Frugal Presidents. 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL., February 15.— 


In 1879 this State produced one fifth 
of all the corn grown in the United 
States and from late advices concerning 
the 1880 crop of the nation, the Illi- 
nois crop will bear about the same rel- 
ative proportion. 
From the forthcom- 


ing report of the Illinois Department ot 
Agriculture the following interesting 
data concerning the late corn crop is 
obtained. Secretary Fisher shows that 
during the past twenty-one years, after 
receiving a fair remuneration for the 
coat of production the farmers have re- 
alized a net profit of nearly $1,000,000,- 
000. 
This 
large amount has not 


only aided in the oonstrnetron of thou- 
sands of miles of railroads, but hag 
furnished the means for the manufac- 
turing enterprises, and hag 
enabled 


many thousands of our merchants, law- 
yers and members of other professions 
to ride in their gilded carriages. 


The yield per acre the past season is 


somewhat over the average for a period 
covering the part twenty-one years, but 
is less than the average of 1879 by five 
bushels per acre. The improved meth- 
ods of farming recently adopted by 
many of the farmers in the corn belt 
have had much to do with the yield ob- 
tained last season, which is a fair aver- 
age considering the protracted drouth 
in the central division of the State. 
The largest average yield of corn is re- 
ported as grown on low and flat lands

In 1862, 40 bushels; in

in 1870, 352 bushels ; in 1871, 38.3 
bushels; in 1872, 39 8 bushels ; in 
1876,343 bushels, and in 1880, 33 
bushels. 


The cotn crop of the past season 


aggregated 250,697,036 bushels, and 
has never been exceeded, except as fol 
low*: In 1875 the crop aggregated 
280,000,000 bushels ; in 1877 it was 
269,899,742 bushels, and in 1879 it 
was 305,913,377 bushels. The acreage 
of corn in 1880 was 7,574,545, and was 
less than the preceding five ypars, 
Profits attending wheat culturo of late 
years have increased the wheat acreage 
at the expense of the corn area of the 
State. 
The quality of the corn in many 


counties will not compare favorably 
with that of tho previous year, owing 
to the dry season, and in some sections 
to the injury sustained by chinch bugs. 
The early cold weather was unfavorable 
for gathering the crop, and thare is an 
unusually large proportion of the corn 
crop still in the field, whieh has been 
damaged by snows and rains. 
The 


average price per bushel realized for 
the 1880 crop was 33 oents per bushel, 
which is C cents per bushel less than 
the average price (39 oents) for the last 
twenty-one years.

There were lively scenes in Juitice Al- 


bert's court on yesterday afternoon, be- 
tween four and fire o'clock. A crowd of 
aboullSO men were preient, all impa- 
tiently waiting for the Justice to render 
nil decision in the case of the People ye. 
Timothy Condon, the depot policeman, 
who was arrested and tried for striking 
George G.Roby, a Wabash engineer, over 
the head with a billy with intent to do 
bodily injury without just provocation. 
The offense was committed on Ihe 4th 
inst., when Condon arrested Fidler, the 
Wabash fireman, whom Roby was endea- 
voring to take to his room. The attor- 
neys on both sides and the defendant being 
present, Justice Albert proceeded to 
sum up tbe case, and indicated in the 
course ot his remarks that he believed 
from the evidence that Condon had ex- 
ceeded the limits of his authority and 
had violated the statute in striking Roby, 
and that the defendant should be flned 
$25; whereupon Thomas Lee. one ot Con- 
don's counsel, jumped to his feet in a 
rage and slated that Condon could not be 
fined for the offense with which ho was 
accused, and that to place htm under 
bonds for his appearance at the May term 
of court, would be a damnable outrage 
He became very much excited as he pro- 
eceded with his torrid remarks, and flna- 
ly sank into hit seat, no doubt thinking 
he had headed off the unfavorable decision; 
but Condon'* other legal representative, 
I. A Buckingham, put Tommy to shame, 
by making a sensible and pacifying 
speech—one that was a just apology to 
the court and a credit to himself as a 
lawyer and a gentleman. The counsel for 
the prosecution, Messrs. Ewing and Park, 
also followed in short speeches, rebuking 
Lee, and receiving the applause of the 
spectators. Mr. Ewing was particularly 
severe in hia remarks. 
Finally il was 


decided, beyond question, that the Jus- 
tice waa compelled either to place Condon 
under bonds or discharge him. The de- 
fendant was then held to await the action 
of Ithe May grand jury, and hia bond was 
fixed at $100. The decision was greeted 
with uproarious applause from loose be- 
yond the tailing, and Lee sauntered out 
of tbe room in a hull' 
After the decision 


bad been rendered, Condon rose from his 
Beat in front of the table and passed 
around toward Albert, in what appeared 
to be a thteatening manner. 
H was 


thought by several parlies standing near 
that the knight of the billy intended to 
assault Albert, and they stood ready 
to interfere; but Condon, who seemed 
very much excited, made no motion to 
strike, he lifted his right hand and shook 
his tist nearly in the face of the Justice, 
and said something to the effect that he 
was in the ring or clique, or he would not 
have decided the case HB he did. A few
